Geneva, N. Y., Sept. 30—Based on 


extensive studies and observations 
on elder making carried on over a 
period of years as part of a large re- 
search program on the utilization of 
fruit products. Prof. W. F. Wal»h, 
chemist 
at the State 
Experiment 


Station here, has brought together 
in a brief and readable circular the 
important steps to be followed in 
making a high-quality apple cider at 
home. 
Several new ideas In cider 


making coming out of the Station's 
researches are presented In the cir- 
cular in the belief that they will 
make possible a greatly improved 
product. 
A copy of the circular, 


which is number 149 and entitled 
'Cider Making on the Farm", may 
be obtained upon request to the Sta- 
tion. 


"The most important consideration 


n making a good cider is the proper 
selection of the apples from which it 
s to be made," says Prof. Falsh, who 
then proceeds to classify the com- 
moner varieties of apples into five 
groups with regard to their cider- 
making qualities. In some cases very 
good cider can be made from a single 
-ariety, he says, while in othed cases 
t is desirable to blend varieties to 
overcome excessive acidity or astrln- 
gency of certain varieties.

There Is more popular interest in 


astronomy than ever before. 
There 


is quite a cult of amateur telescope- 
makers In America. These fellows, 
•when they get their telescopes made, 
study the stars. And many 
by- 


standers, noticing 
them, 
want to 


know of what use astronomy Is. 


Prof. H. N. Russell of Princeton, 


president of the American Astronom- 
ical Society, answering the question, 
says astronomy doesn't pretend to 
have commercial or financial value, 
and yet it ia useful. 
The accuracy 


of our timepieces, our surveying and 
OUT navigation depends on careful 
observation of the stars. All the 
necessary facts for these practical 
purposes, though, he admits, were 
worked out long ago. 
Astronomy 


therefore has become a "pure sci- 
ence", not a practical one like en- 
gineering. 


Why, then, do sensible people keep 


on studying the heavens? "We do 
it," he says, "because we want to 
know. 
We are interested in find- 


ing out how the universe is made. 
There Is a philosophical as well as a 
scientific interest. It helps a lot to 
learn that your world is Just a little 
epeck In the universe." It puts man 
in his place, so to speak. 
But it 


doesn't necessarily make man feel 
petty and insignificant. 
The ma- 


terlal world is one thing, and the 
mental world is another. 


The amateur astronomer has at 


least this satisfaction for his ego. 
He can study heavenly bodies Infi- 
nitely distant. What then if theyare 
Infinitely bigger than he is? 
He 


sees and thinks about them, but they 
cannot see and think about him. 
Man may be small physically, but 
there Is no size "to his mind. And 
it can travel in an Instant to a star- 
cluster whose light takes 100.000,- 
000 years to reach his eye. Most 
of us don't do enough of such trav- 
eling. 


HAROUN SELASSIE 


That Abyssinian emperor is always 


doing something picturesque and hu- 
man. One of the latest stories about 
him might be out of the Arabian 
Jflghts; it represents him as a mod- 
ern Baroun Al Raschid. 


On the night of September 23 the 


emperor was arrested three times In 
succession, by as many palace guards. 
Re had been engaged In making a 
night Inspection of Uw city, dis- 
guised in peasant costume, checking 
up on his policemen, noting whether 
the streets were clean and the laws 
obeyed. 
Returning and finding the 


Imperial gates barred, he demanded 
admission. Three times at three suc- 
cessive gates he was arrested, and 
•was released only when he sum- 
moned a sergeant and proved his 
Identity. At a foarth gate the guard 
allowed him to enter. 


And what did that remarkable po- 


tentate do? 
The next day he dec- 


orated for conspicuous merit the 
three soldier* who had arrested him. 
and he punished the one who let him 
«ai«r contrary to standing instruc- 
tions. And yet they call Abysrixria, an 


country! 
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lifting plane but a very powerful 
physical development. 


FIRST AID FOR MOTORISTS

containing a supply of bandages for 
immediate use. 
There will also be 


a large box of medical accessories for 
the use of a physician, and a fold- 
Ing ttretcher of special construction 
for transporting an Injured person In 
an automobile. The stations will be 
In charge of the Red Cross. This ar- 
rangement will mean that no high- 
way accident will ever be more than 
a mile and a half from a first-aid sta- 
tion. Injured persons will not have 
far to go or long to wait for medical 
attention. Americans, accustomed to 
thinking of Holland as a very small 
country with only short distances be- 
tween cities and towns, may consid- 
er such preparstlon for accidents un- 
necessary. 
First-aid stations along 


some of our long and sparsely set- 
tled highways seem more called for. 
Yet because of the very size of the 
country and Its great road mileage, 
their establishment would be a colos- 
sal task.

substances for body building. 


The wastes from the large bowel 


shows that the action ot eoy bean 
milk in the body closely resembles 
that in breast-fed infants.

n't mean that II should .take the 
place of breast milk or cow's milk.

boys and 32 gils who in April, 1928, 
started out to become "human test 
tubes" In a scientific experiment 
schedule to extend over 12 years, ar- 
rived in Kingston late Sunday night, 
laving come down from Troy, with 
roller skates of their means of loco- 
motion. 
They expect to spend the 


week in Kngston and Ulster county. 


The three are Frank Fielding, 26, 


of Hollywood, Cal.. Maurice Walton, 
32, of Lancashire College, England, 
and George Richards. 26. of Winni- 
peg, Canada. 
Tbe experiment, the 


terms ot which these three have 
withstood and carried out for over 
seven years now. Is sponsored by the 
Mayo Bros. Clinic of 
Rochester, 


Minn., and is being financed by the 
Rockefeller 
Foundation 
of 
New 


York. 


The goal, so tar as the contestants 


are concerned, Is a price of $70,000, 
which is to go to the one In the best 
Health at the end of the 12 years. 
It Is stated, however, that the three 
remaining contestants have agreed to 
share the prize. 


In all the contestants at the con- 


clusion of their trial will have cov- 
ered some 80,000 miles In various 
countries of the world, over 70 In 
all. 
They are limited to certain 


means of locomotion, such as bi- 
cycles, roller skates, ce skates, sklls, 
etc. 
They may not sleep In a bed, 


but must take their rest sitting up- 
right In a chair, or lying on a bard 
surface, such aa a table or on the 
floor. 


Their diet Is strictly regulated. 


Frank Fielding, one of the three 
men, said this morning tbat at pres- 
ent he waa on a liquid diet, such as 
crushed fruit, meat broth, milk, etc., 
with an allowance of nine slices of 
bread dally. One of the others Is on 
a diet of concentrated food. 


The aim of the experiment. It is 


stated: is to determine how various 
climates, diets and exercises react on 
people and It Is hoped that as a re- 
sult of the data being recorded much 
valuable Information may be secured 
as to the metabolic processes of the 
body.
